PARIS, Dec. 28-—At least one mom- 
ber of the ill-fated Dixmude, giant 
dirigible, is still ‘alive! This was 
learned at 11 o'clock tonight when 


rescued off thé coast jor Tripoli. 

No other information was 3¢ntain- 
ef ih the’ telegram, and officials are 
endeavoring to learn of the where- 
abouts of the other members of. the 
crew of 50 which left here aboard 
the airship ten days ago: 

The, telegram 
mon followed close. upon info®mation 
received here that the hody of Cap- 
tain Grenedan, commander of the 
dirigible, had been found off’ the 
coast of Sicily by Italian fishermen. 
The body was said to have borne evi- 
dence of having been ‘in the water 
for three. days, and led officials ta 
believe that the entire crew might 
have perished. 

‘No direct communication has been 
received from the Dixmude since she 
sailed from here Tuesday, December 
18, for observation over -the Mediter- 
Tanean sea. Sunday official an- 
nouncement was given that the di- 
rigible was missing with all on board, 
and since thag time the sky ‘has 
pRen scoured ‘for trace of the missing 
airship.
